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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS: 

Please cancel claims 6 and 35, and amend claims 1, 5, 9, 10, 21, 30, 33 and 34, in 
accordance with the following listing showing the status of all claims in the application. 

1 . (Currently Amended) A shoe comprising: 

(a) a bottom surface that is adjacent to the ground in normal use and that has a 
plurality of indentations, with lower extending portions between the indentations; 

(b) a sole that forms at least a portion of the bottom surface; 

(c) an upper portion extending above the sole; and 

(d) a plurality of small particles bonded to at least some of the lower extending 
portions, but wherein each of the plurality of indentations is predominantly 
uncoated with said small particles.! 

wherein the small particles comprise at least one of wood, paper, natural leather, 
synthetic leather, natural rubber and synthetic rubber . 

2. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein at least 1 ,000 small particles are 
bonded to the at least some of the lower extending portions. 

3. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the small particles are bonded to 
the at least some of the lower extending portions using adhesive material. 
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4. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the small particles are bonded to 
the at least some of the lower extending portions by embedding the small particles directly into 
said bottom surface using at least one of heat and pressure. 

5 . (Currently Amended) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein the small particles 
comprise a fabric material at least one of wood, paper, natural leather and natural rubber . 

6. (Canceled) 

7. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the small particles comprise at 
least one of natural and synthetic leather. 

8. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the small particles comprise at 
least one of natural and synthetic rubber. 

9. (Currently Amended) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein the small particles 
comprise motal wood . 

10. (Currently Amended) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein the small particles 
comprise plastic paper . 

1 1 . (Original) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein the small particles have been 
bonded directly onto the at least some of the lower extending portions. 
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12. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the sole is sufficiently durable for 
commercially acceptable outdoor use. 

13. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the sole includes an outsole 
having an ASTM-D624 tear resistance of at least 6 kilograms per centimeter. 

14. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein the sole includes an outsole 
having an ASTM-D624 tear resistance of at least 9 kilograms per centimeter. 

15. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the sole includes an outsole 
having an ASTM-D624 tear resistance of at least 1 5 kilograms per centimeter. 

16. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the sole includes an outsole 
having an ASTM-D1630(NBS) abrasion resistance of at least 25%. 

17. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the sole includes an outsole 
having an ASTM-D1630(NBS) abrasion resistance of at least 35%. 

18. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein the sole includes an outsole 
having an ASTM-D1630(NBS) abrasion resistance of at least 45%. 
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19. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein the sole includes an outsole that 
is comprised of at least one of leather, natural rubber and synthetic rubber. 

20. (Original) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein with the small particles cover at 
least 50% of the portion of the bottom surface that normally comes into contact with the ground. 

2 1 . (Currently Amended) A shoe according to claim 1 , comprising: 

(a) a bottom surface that is adjacent to the ground in normal use and that has a 
plurality of indentations, with lower extending portions between the indentations; 

(b) a sole that forms at least a portion of the bottom surface; 

(c) an upper portion extending above the sole; and 

(d) a plurality of small particles bonded to at least some of the lower extending 
portions, but wherein each of the plurality of indentations is predominantly 
uncoated with said small particles, 

wherein the small particles are bonded using a temporary adhesive that allows the 
particles to wear off during normal outdoor use. 

22. (Original) A shoe according to claim 21, wherein the temporary adhesive allows 
the particles to wear off within no more than 3 days when worn outdoors in an urban 
environment on a full-time basis. 
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23. (Original) A shoe according to claim 21, wherein the temporary adhesive allows 
the particles to wear off within no more than 3 weeks when worn outdoors in an urban 
environment on a full-time basis. 

24. (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein the sole is 
sufficiently strong for commercially acceptable outdoor use. 

25. (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein the bottom surface 
has at least five of said indentations. 

26. (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein at least some of said 
indentations arc very narrow. 

27. (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 1 , wherein at least one of said 
indentations is approximately 1-2 millimeters in width. 

28. (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein at least some of said 
indentations are closely spaced. 

29. (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 1, wherein at least two of said 
indentations are separated from each other by no more than approximately 2 millimeters. 
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(a) a bottom surface that is adjacent to the ground in normal use and that has a 
plurality of indentations, with ground-contacting portions between the 
indentations; 

(b) a sole that forms at least a portion of the bottom surface; 

(c) an upper portion extending above the sole; and 

(d) a plurality of small particles bonded differentially to different areas of the bottom 
surface, with each of a plurality of the ground-contacting portions being coated 
more than each of the plurality of indentations., 

wherein the small particles comprise at least one of wood, paper, natural leather, 
synthetic leather, natural rubber and synthetic rubber . 

3 1 . (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 30, wherein the small particles 
are bonded to the different areas of the bottom surface using adhesive material. 

32. (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 30, wherein the small particles 
are bonded to the different areas of the bottom surface by embedding the small particles directly 
into said different areas using at least one of heat and pressure. 

33. (Currently Amended) A shoe according to claim 30, wherein the small particles 
are bonded to the different areas of the bottom surface using a backing shoot material comprise at 
least one of wood and paper . 
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34. (Currently Amended) A shoe according to claim 30, wherein the small particles 
comprise a fabric material at least one of wood, paper, natural leather and natural rubber .

36. (Previously Presented) A shoe according to claim 30, wherein the indentations 
ordinarily do not contact the ground in normal use.
